Witt was hanged here at shortly after 
noon Thursday for the murder of his 
Wlfa Elizabeth. At 12:31X he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Five thousand people bad gathered 
to witness the hanging, and there was 
considerable excitement. 

Di Witt retained his nerve totho last 
and said he was ready to die. The 
sheriff organized his foree of deputies 
early and proceeded to the scaffold.

An Old Building at Buffalo Col- 
lapses Without Warning. 

Four Persons Are Known to Be Dead 
and About a Dozen Injured.

Biffalo, N. Y., Mny 22. — A section 
of tho Scnecn street front of Urown'a 
building collapsed at 0:20 o'clock 
Thursday morning, burying a score of 
people in tho ruins, (ieorge Metz, a 
barber, and Jennie Griffith, cashier in 
the barber shop, sr% dead; William P. 
Straub, a contractor, is known to be lu 
the ruins, and a dozen others are more 
or less injured, one of whom will prob- 
ably die. 

Those at tho hospital are: Jacob 
Langdon, barber, scalp torn and body 
contuscd; Wm. Alexander, steam fit- 
ter, scalp wounds and body bruised; 
Jacob Kickmnn. barber, Injured about 
the body ami heuil; S. J., lluwke, car- 
penter, skull fraetured, may die; James 
Adams, mason, 12 Chandler street, 
scalp wounds and injured hip; Michael 
O'Brien, carpenter, wrenched, back and 
scalp wounds; Joseph Itullard, plaster- 
er. Injured Internally; Edward Mur- 
phy, plasterer, Injured internally, 
right arm Injured; Fritz Format, Ger- 
man .laborer, badly bruised. 

Ilrown's building stood on the corner 
of Main and Seneca streets and for years 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. had 
occupied the ground floor corner us 0 
business office and all of the fourth 
floor as an operating room. 

The building was filled with offices 
many of which were occupied, and on 
the ground floor on both Main and 
Seneca streets were stores occupied by 
merchants. 

The Western Union left tho building 
a few weeks ago and the owners of the 
block beiran tho work of remodeling 
and strengthening it. On the Seneca 
street side, workmen were engWftd in 
putting in place new columns nnd 
beams and new foundations for them. 
□ Numbers 8 and 10 Seneca street were 
unoccupied, the principal alterations 
being made at that point. No. 12 was 
occupied as a barber shop by (ieorge 
Selnert and No. 14 by James' Clegg's 
jewelry store nnd Thos. Join s' newt 
stand. The offices on the BOON abort 
were nearly all tenanted, and alto- 
gether there were probably 50 people 
in the collapsed section. The walls 
fell with a crash taking dbwn roof and 
ceiling with them. 

Iron columns were twisted as though 
they had been soft wires. Heav\ 
wooden beams were torn to pieces like 
paper. Pillars of brick crumbled to 
pieces, not strong enough to resist the 
strength of the weight that had fallen 
upon them. Here and there could be 
seen people who had not been caught 
in the falling debris, rushing to a pluce 
of safety. The outer wall fell into the 
street, burying those who had not had 
time to escape.
